It was announced tonight that 1,500 
guards had been employed on special 
duty to insure the safety of Mr. Hoover 
during his visit. 

Other details obtained from the po- 
lice indicate that the conspirators in- 
tended to place bombs on the railway 
tracks just before the arrival of the 
Hoover special train which is due here 
late Thursday afternoon. It was be- 
lieved that the bombs were to have 
been placed somewhere near the out- 
skirts of the city. 

A youth arrested in the _ raided 
house gave his name as Carlos Gutier- 
rez, age 18 years. The police declared 
that his real name was Alejandro 
Romano, and that he was 21, but posed 
as younger in the hope of obtaining 
leniency under the minors law. He ts 
said to be a student of chemistry and 
was believed to have manufactured the 
bombs. 

A second man arrested tonight near 
the house gave the name of Jaime 
Oliver.

QUESTION OF BALL 
WAITS ON HOOVER 


“Old-Fashioned” Celebration 
Favored; Another Meeting 
Set for Today. 


First units of the Hoover inaugural 
committee began to function yesterday 
and when work was halted for the day 
it was disclosed that Washington !s 
going to have at least a $100,000 in- 
augural, and that a majority of those 
present believed that something must 
be done to compensate the trip to the 
Capitol which an estimated 125,000 per- 
sons will make for the event. 

The “old-fashioned” inaugural idea 
proved to be most popular, and but for 
the fact that Lieut. Col. U. S. Grant, 
3d, U. S. A., chairman of the inaugural, 
vetoed the suggestion, a chairman 
would have been appointed for a com- 
mittee to arrange an inaugural ball and 
care for the evening entertainment. 

Repeatedly during the meeting, the 
question of the possibilities and the 
need of an inaugural ball was reverted 
to. In this connection E. F. Colladay 
called to the attention of the commit- 
tee the fact that entertainment must 
be provided for ..t least three evenings 
since the inauguration date, March 4. 
falls on Monday. And so impressed 
were other members with this view that 
a number of suggestions were made. 

Other Festivities Proposed. 


Among them was an opera perform- 
ance, concerts every evening at the au- 
ditorium, a reception in the Capitol 
rotunda the night of the inauguration 
which Mr. Hoover, his -vife and mem- 
bers of the Cabinet would attend. a 
municipal reception at which members 
of the District Commission would be 
hosts, a secondary parade, a torchlight 
parade, fireworks and a charity ball. 

After a few words of encouragement 
by Dr. Hubert Work, chairman of the 
Republican National Committee, Col 
Grant’s committee immediately began 
to organize. 


Galliher Made Treasurer. 


W. T. Galliher, chairman of the 
Coolidge inaugural four years ago, was 
unanimously named treasurer. Col 
Grant was given authority to pick the 
chairmen of the subcommittees of the 
committee but declined, stating that 
he had called the meeting for the pur- 
pose of getting advice that he needed. 

Robert Fleming, banker, was named 
chairman of the subcommittee on 
finance and was instructed to raise a 
fund of $100,00C as a guarantee. Mr. 
.Fleming in accepting, doubted that a 
banker was the proper person to be 
placed at the head of such a committee.

Flu Is Sweeping Eastward 


As Cases Increase in West 


Sixteen Die in 24 Hours at 


Los Angeles; Public Health 


Service Here Announces General Spread, and 
Issues Warning; More Schools Close. 


Chicago, Dec. 11 (U P.).—Chicago 
and the Middle West, situated at the 
danger point. rose today to block the 
spread of influenza, which - threatens 
the Nation with another epidemic such 
as took heavy tolls of life in 1918 and 
1920. 

The disease, which had reached cpi- 
demic proportions along the Pacific 
Coast and in certain other sections of 
the West, has increased at an alarm- 
ing rate the past few days, in Chicago 
and in various cities of surrounding 
States, | 

At the same time the United. States 
Public Health Service in Washington 
was announcing a general increase in 
the number of influenza cases. Dr. 
Arnold H. Kegel, health commissioner 
of Chicago. called upon al! doctors and 
health authorities in the city to aid in 
combating the disease here. 


Some of the doctors who had been 
requested to attend an “influenza con- 


ference” in Dr. Kegel’s office today were 
unable to be present because they 
could not spare the time away from 
patients suffering with the disease. 

In the past three days 136 new cases 
were reported here 5 of which were 
fatal Dr. Kegel. while not recognizing 
that an epidemic exists in the city at 
the present time, announced a coun- 
try-wide survey would be made and 
suggested méans of keeping influenza 
in check. 

Hospital heads were asked to refuse 
permission of casual visitors at their 
institutions as a means o! safeguard- 
ing persons with low vitality from con- 
tracting the disease. 

In surrounding States many schools 
were closed and busines operations re- 
duced, owing to the large number ot 
cases, Similar steps had been taken in 
Western States several days ago, when

Their names were carefully concealed, 
but they were described by Federal 
vesticators as men of wealth whose 
interest in the illegal traffic in nar- 
cotics believed to have equaled or 
Rothstein's. 

The leads which put investigators on 
their trail came folders 
filled with personal documents which 
Federal Attorney Tuttle seized in Roth- 
stein’s offices a week ago. It was those 
same records which led to the con- 
fiscation of 82,500,000 worth of rar- 
cotics here and in Jclhicago and the ar- 
rest of three persons believed to have 
been operatives of the biggest narcotic 
ring in the country 

The records indicatec that Rothstein 
was one of the financial backers of the 
ring, whose name dic not appear di- 
rectly in the transactions concerning 
narcotic trade, but who provided funds 
and split with his partners on a 50-50 
basis. 

The same is said to have been true 
of the three new figures, whose move- 
ments the narcotic squad now is trac- 
ing. 

Two more seizures of Rothstein rec- 
ords were made today by Tuttle’s men. 
They removed a trunk from a ware- 
house to which it had been taken by 
unidentified persons from a room at 
the Park Central Hotel, where Roth- 
stein was shot November 4, and they 
seized a filing cabinet taken from 
Rothstein’s home. 

Assistant United States Attorney 
Blake .pried open the seven locks which 
had secured the trunk, but tonight he 
said its contents had been “somewhat 
disappointing.” A preliminary inspec- 
tion, he said, disclosed books and pa- 
pers of record, a more thorough inspec- 
tion ef which might still provide leads 
of considerable value. 

The filing cabinet was one of those 
taken to the Bank of America from 
Rothstein’s home. It contains itn three 
deep drawers folios, booklets, papers 
and correspondence of Rothstein and 
his associates. Blake said some of them 
would be submitted to the grand jury. 

The trunk was said to have been se- 
cretly removed from the Park Central 


Hotel a few hours after Rothstein was 
mortally wounded there and hidden

Bureau Cuts Out Item House 
Body Pledged for Pay of 
1,500 Empleyes. 


FIGHT BY CASEY LIKELY 


The $170,000 needed to give some 
1.500 employes of the District govern- 
ment the raises their efficlency ratings 
entitle them to is not carried in the 
District budget for the next fiscal year, 
it was discovered yesterday. 

So it looks like Representative Casey, 
of Pennsylvania, will again have to go 
to the bat for the District workers. It 
was Casey, who at the last session in- 
sisted that the employes be given the 
salaries their ratings entitled them to 
get a 

Casey, is expected to return 
from Pennsylvania today, is a member 
of the subcommittee of the House ap- 
propriations committee that prepares 
the District appropriation bill. In the 
hearings at the last se.sion he devel- 
oped the fact that about 3,000 em- 
ployes had been denied the raises their 
efficiency ratings called for and conse- 
quently were receiving considerably less 
than men and women doing similar 
work for the Federal Government. 

It was estimated that $340,000 would 
give all these employes the money that 
was coming to them, but as this sum 
would have swelled the appropriation 
bill to undue proportions the commit- 
tee decided to appropriate $170,000, or 
half the amount, for the current fiscal 
year. 

In its report, however, the commit- 
tee specifically promised that the re- 
maining $170,000 to take care of the 
other 1,500 employes would be made 


available in the next appropriation bill. 

It is understood that the District 
Commissioners recommended that this 
sum be included in the District appro- 
priation bill, but that the Budget Bu- 
reau took it out before sending the esti- 
mates to Congress.

2 Men Take Poison to Die; 
Produce Dealer Successful 


A. E. Owens Quits Bride’s Room With Shout, “Good-by

Two men attempted suicide last 
night by taking poison. One was suc- 
cessful.

Dr. Joseph D. Rogers, deputy 
coroner, certified suicide. 

Twenty-four hours after his friend

cording to police, Maxie Theriot, 24 
years old, recently discharged from the 
Navy, a roomer at the same address. 
was found staggering on the sidewalk 
in front of his home yesterday after- 
noon by four students of Eastern High 
School. 

Theriot told police and physicians 
at Gallinger Hospital he had tramped 
the streets of Washington for many 
days seeking work, and, unsuccessful 
sought an “easy way out” before 
Christmas.

The palace informant said, however, 
that it was not considered altogether 
reassuring and that deep anxiety per- 
sists and must continue, The qutet 
day which his majesty passed enabled 
his constitution to continue to fight 
against the general infection in his sys8- 
tem which had keen weakening him 
during the last few days 

Sir E Farquhar Buzzard called again 
tonight after the evening bulletin was 
issued and joined his fellow physi- 
cians, Sir Stanley Hewett and Lord 
Dawson of Penn, in further consulta- 
tion. 

The Duke of York and his duchess 
had dined with Queen Mary tonight 
before he hastened to Victoria Station 
to meet his elder brother and inform 
him of the condition of their father as 
they rode to the palace. 


Anxiety ts Unconcealed. 


The British public today suffered a 
period of suspense such as it had not 
previously undergone during the illness ° 
of King George. Newspapers made no 
attempt to conceal how great the anx- 
iety had become for the sovereign, and 
tonight the knowledge that the Prince 
of Wales would arrive soon aiter the 
appearance of. the regular evening 
bulletin from the physicians caused an 
enormous crowd to gather about Buck- 
ingham Palace and in the vicinity of 
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Viciorla Station, which is only a few 
- Minutes’ walk from the royal residence 

Sir Stanley Hewett, of the king's 
Medical staff, arrived at the palace 
about 7 o’clock. but Lord Dawson of 
Penn was delayed and it was not until 
% o’clock that the two medical men 
went into a brief consultation. At 
8:30 they gave out a brief statement 
which told the anxious public that 
the worst fears had not been realized. 
The bulletin said: 

“His majesty had a quiet day. There 
ds Ro increase In the exhaustion and 
the pulse remains steady.” 


Bulletins Renew Hope. 


The morning bulletin had recorded 
no impairment in strength and the 
evening pronouncement, taken in 


conjunction with it, gavé a renewal 
of hope in some quarters. 

But the thought evidently upper- 
most in most minds was the race for 
home by the Prince of Wales and the 
knowledge that he wouid reach the 
royal sickroom in time to join his 
mother, brother and sisters in their 
anxious watch Altogether, there was 
a hopeful feeling that the return of 
the eldest son might bring a rally. 

The queen omitted her customary 
drive this afternoon, but the day was 
wet and miserable and the weather 
might have decided her majesty against 
the outing. The Duke of York repre- 
sented her at a charitable theater per- 
formance this afternoon. 

No summons has been sent Prince 
George, the youngest son, to return 
home from his naval] duty in Bermuda. 
This also was regarded as a hopeful 
sign, 

Ebbing Under Strain. 


That the king’s powers of resistance 
have been ebbing for days under the 
strain of a lung infection which spread 
to his general system, has been evident 
fram the physicians’ recent reports. 
There was some comfort for his anxious 
subjects who have been hoping almost 
against hope, however, in the state- 
ment in today’s morning bulletin that 
there had been no further dimunition 
of strength after a night in which the 
king had several hours sleep. Whether 
this was a natural sleep was not stated 
in the bulletin. The bulletin signed 
‘by Sir Stanley Hewett and Lord Daw- 
son of Penn said: 

“His majesty the king has had several 
hours’ sleep. The temperature remains 
high, but there is no further impair- 
ment of the strength.” 

Continuance of the king’s high tem- 
perature, it was pointed out, meant that 
thé infection which returned in some 
measure yesterday, still existed. and al- 
though the fever was not worse the 
position regarding the infection had 
not improved. 


Royal Engagements Kept. 


Members of the royal family still are 
carrying Out in a “estricted manner 
their. public engagements, and it was 
felt that this would not be the case i! 
hope had been entirely given up The 
Duchess of York went into Surrey this 
afternoon to open a new church house 
at Great Bookham. Queen Maud of Nor- 
way, youngest sister of King George 
who is visiting in England, remains at 
Sandringham. 

The growing fears of the Nation are, 
however, reflected in numerous més- 
sages of sympathy being sent to Queen 
Mary by all sorts of public bodies and 
by offers of prayer in the churches for 
the recovery of the king. The national 
anthem is solemniy sung at all public 
gatherings. 

Princess Mary, only daughter of the 
king, attended a charity concert to- 
night but left at the end of the first 
part of the program in order to greet 
the Prince of Wales at the palace. 

Sir William Joynson-Hicks, home sec- 
retary. at a public dinner tonight said: 
“Y am sure we shall all rejoice even in 
the slight additional hope which to- 
night’s bulletin gives us and that we 
all join in the prayer ‘God Save the 
King.’”

MAKES 6,000 MILES 


Wales, Worn by Night-and- 
Day Dash From Jungle, 
Hurries to Palace. 


CROWDS WATCH ARRIVAL 


London, Dec. 11 (A.P.).—The Prince 
of Wales tonight won his long dash 


from farthest Africa and reached the 
sickroom of his stricken father. He 
arrived at Buckingham Palace at 10:25 
pm. (5:25 p.m. Eastern standard 
time), where King George for three 
weeks has been fighting pleurisy and 
lung infection which had caused 
anxiety throughout his empire. 

Aided by the resources of three na- 
tions in his final dash across Europe, 
the heir to the throne was met on his 
landing on English soil at Folkestone 
by Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin. 
Again he received the latest word from 
his father when his younger brother, 
the Duke of York, met him at Vic- 
toria Station. 

The brothers rode together to the 
palace, the duke recounting the 
progress of the illness as he had seen 
it in constant attendance at the palace 
as the only son of the king then in 
England. 


Mighty Throng Waiting. 


A mighty throng of all classes, such 
as has gathered daily outside the palace 
to await metiical bulletins on the 
king, had waited for more than one 
hour behind strong police lines at the 
railroad station for a glimpse of the 
young man who may soon be called 
upon to lead England. Some of the 
men and women in the close-pressed 
ranks wore fashionable furs and others 
shivered in shabby suits. All burst 
into a spontaneous cheer, despite the 
gravity of the situation, when the 
prince appeared. 

He looked well after his hunting trip 
in East Africa, but his face showed the 
strain of his anxiety and the marks 
of his forced journey by land and 
sea for nine days and nights. 

At the palace the prince met the 
physicians who have been caring for 
his majesty. It was learned authori- 
tatively that they permitted him 
see his father. 

When the prince clasped hands with 
his brother at the station he listened 
with most acute concern to the mes- 
sage which the duke brought of the 
state of their father. 


Duke Shows Reltef. 


Strong relief showed on the face of 
the duke. He alone of the four sons 
had been present to aid and comfort 
his mother and the royal household 
during the time of this great and con- 
tinuing trial. 

The throng at the station was dis- 
mayed for a moment by the dash of 
the princes for the palace. They won- 
dered whether the critical condition of 
the king made this imperative rather 
than a first visit to the Prince of Wales’ 
own house. 

At the palace the prince was shown 
into the apartments of the queen, 
where her majesty awaited him. Then 
the anxious and burdened mother and 
eldest soo were alone together to give 
reciprocal comfort under the stil] men- 
acing shadow of the king’s Illness. 

The prince left the palace with the 
Duke and Duchess of York at 11:25 

» Mm. 

Traces of sunburn were observed on 
the cheeks of the prince as he de- 
scended from the special train which 
had rushed him here from Folkestone, 
and this recalled that only a few days 
ago he had been in the open wilds 500 
miles below the Equator. He wore a 
dark overcoat and a large gray bowler 
hat which he had obtained en route 
to replace the tropical hunting cos- 
tume in which he started his home- 
ward dash. 

The shouts of greeting which wel- 
comed the royal] heir at the station 
quickly subsided in recognition of the 
anxious state which brought him 
home.

f Sacrament Given King 
Ts Belief in London 


London, Dec. 11 (N.Y.W.N,S.).— 
All England is uneasily speculating 
today as to what may have taken 
place in Buckingham Palace yester- 
day, when Lord Davidson, former 
Archbishop of Canterbury, was left 
alone for ten minutes with King 
George in the room in which the 
monarch Is fighting desperately for 
his life. 

That Lord Davidson, one of the 
king’s stanchest friends and most 
trusted advisers, may have admin- 
istered the sacrament is regarded 
as probable by Londoners, who know 
that his majesty is hardly tess 
devout a high churchman than his 

lordship, the former archbishop. 

King and priest were alone to- 
gether for ten minutes. When Lord 
Davidson left the sick room his face 
was grave and sad, although he told 
no one wiat had taken place be- 
tween him and his sovereign. 
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along the road to Buckingham Palace, 
but they moved with unusual order 
and quietness. 

People spoke in whispers as though 
afraid that their voices, even at that 
distance, might disturb the sick man 
who is their beloved king. They 
obeyed the slightest gesture of the di- 
recting police. Thousands came _ 10 
join the multitude already standing 
before the palace. They made no 
demonstration, standing silently while 
awaiting any new indication of the 
condition of his majesty, 

The gallant and tireless journey of 
the young heir in desperate effort to 
reach the palace before tragedy should 
crown him king and emperor, had 
progressed under the eyes of the world 
which watched the drama with almost 
unparalleled interest and sympathy. 

The spectacle of an affectionate son 
hastening from the ends of the earth 
to support his disease-ridden father 
and sorrowing mother had stirred all 
races and peoples. 


6,000-Mile Trip Ends. 


Arrival of the Prince of Wales in 
England last night marked the end of a 
journey of more than 6,000 miles, 
which was climaxed by the remarkable 
railroad dash from Brindisi, Italy, on 
the Adriatic, to Boulogne, on the north 
coast of France. Starting with a tire- 
some crawl across Africa in a train 
hauled by a small, wood-burning loco- 
motive, the trip ended with a 60-mile- 
an-hour dash in which “speed and 
more speed” was the slogan. 

In less than two weeks the prince 

traveled 6,425 miles, an average of 500 
miles a day. He came across two con- 
tinents and more than 5,060 miles >of 
water, using automobiles, trains and 
ships. 
On November 28, at 4 o'clock In the 
morning, he started from Dodoma, in 
Tanganytka, for Dar-es-Salaam, on the 
coast, 300 miles away. The day before, 
he had been at his first camp en route 
from Dodoma to Abercorn, on his way 
to northern Rhodesia. On the evening 
of November 27 the prince decided, on 
his own Initlative, to return to the bed- 
Side of his stricken father He drove 
in to Dodoma, and early in the morn- 
ing took the train for the coast 

The first stage of the journey, 300 
miles, Occupied 16 hours. 


Crulser Starts South. 


In the meantime, while 
Was riding in the slow 
the British Government had ordered 
th- fast cruiser Enterpris: to leave 
Aden, on the Red Sea, and rush for 
Dar-es-Salaam, 2,000 miles away ‘o 
meet him. The Enterprise could make 
33 knots. 

Arriving at the coast, the princ. had 
to await the coming of the cruiser. He 
could have taken the Governo- of Tan- 
ganyika’s yacht to Mombassa, but 
c.ose to begin his epochal Journey on 
the battleship. 

Sunday morning, December 2 at 1:30, 
the prince left Africa by ship. From 
Dar-es-Salaam to Brindisi, going by way 
of the Suez Canal, he had to cover 
4,700 miles. ‘The Enterprise made an av- 
erage of at least 29 knots throughout 
the journey, 

While the Enterprise was racing up 
the east coast of Africa, the government 
had put another fast cruiser the Fro- 
bisher, at the disposal of the prince at 
Alexandria, Egypt, and a royal air force 
plane, too, should he need it, 


Ashore in Egypt. 

Six days after leaving Dar-es-Salaam, 
the prince arrived at Suez, at 0:15 at 
night. He disembarked, and took a 
train an hour later for Cairo. In Calro 
the prince had his first chance to “shake 
his legs” since leaving Dar-es-Salaam. 
He played squash rackets and visited 
the bazaar. Last Saturday at 5:40 p. m. 
the prince left Calro for Port Said, 
where he rejoined the Enterprise at 
9:55, the cruiser having comp)eted Its 
journey through the Suez Canal. 

From Port Said the prince began his 
928-mile dash across the Mediterranean 
on the Enterprise. He could have taken 
the Frobisher, but learning that the 
crew of the Enterprise would therefore 
have to spend their Christmas at Aden 
instead of in England, he rejoined the 
latter ship. 

The cruiser nobly fulfilled itg task. In 
37% hours it took the prince to Brin- 
disi, Italy. It made an average of 29 
knots in the face of stormy ses, 

The prince put foot on European soil 
again at 12:23 tn the afternoon of Mon- 
day. and seven minutes later he started 
on the straight northwest run to Lon- 
don. A special train had been placed 
at his disposal by Crown Prince Ume- 
berto of Italy. A Royal Air Force plane 
was Mkewise at Brindisi, but the prince 
did not use it. 


Last Stage Fastest, 


The last stage of the journey, from 
Brindisi, on the Adriatic Sea, to Bou- 
logne, on the English Channel, 1,400 
miles away, was the fastest of all. The 
prince was rushed along on cleared 
lines at an average of 44 miles an hour. 
including stops and the laborious climb 
over the Alps. With the technical skill 
of three countries—Italy, Switzerland 
and France—placed at his disposal, the 
prince dashed from Brindisi! to Lugano, 
where the Council of the League of 
Nations was meeting; then to Belfort, 
France, and thence on to Boulogne. 
Arriving at Boulogne at 6:45 p. m., 
the prince boarded the mail boat 
Biarritz for Folkestone, England. Im- 
mediately after landing he took a fast 
train for the last lap of 77 miles to 
London. 

The prince thus completed his jour- 
ney in the following stages: 

Five train journeys. 

Three ship journeys. 

A half dozen automobile trips. 

The British government provided for 
the prince two cruisers, one destroyer 
and two planes; but of these he used 
only a cruiser, the Enterprise.

Assert Southern “Stronghold” 
Went for Hoover; To Ask 
Congressional Action. 


FRAUD EVIDENCE CLAIMED 


By WILLIAM P. HELM, JR, 

Gov. Alfred E. Smith's block of 87 
electoral votes for the Presidency may 
be whittled down to 75, and Hoover's to- 
tal of 444 votes increased to 456, when 
Congress meets early in February to 
receive the official election returns of 


the 48 States. A movement to bring 
this about is now under way, backéd 
by anti-Smith Democrats, by having 
Congress set aside the electoral vote of 
Alabama on the ground of wholesale 
fraud and corruption in the counting 
of the ballots. 

For weeks past, a group of. anti- 
Smith Democratic leaders in Alabama 
have been gathering evidence in anticl- 
pation of the move. Under the direc- 
tion of Judge Hugh Locke, of Birming- 
ham; Horace Wilkinson, of the same 
city, and Ira Champion, of the Anti- 
saloon League, an Alabamian with of- 
fices in Washington, scores of affidavits 
have been obtained and the basis laid 
for the contest and the claim that up- 
ward of 17,000 Hoover ballots were 
illegally thrown out throughout the 
State. 

Smith's plurality in Alabama was 
7,071 votes. If the contending Demo- 
crates sustain their claims, the Smith 
plurality will be wiped out and the 
State will be placed in the Hoover 
column with a plurality of about 10,000 
votes. 

The entire subject has been placed tn 
the hands of Senator J. Thomas Heflin. 
of Alabama, by Locke, Wilkinson, 
Champion and other leaders for study 
and consideration and the senator has 
been told that his decision will be ac- 
cepted as final by the anti-Smith 
forces, 


Form of Ballot Factor. 


The form of the ballot used itn Ala- 
bama js said to have much to do with 
the rejection of the Hoover votes. In 
50 of the State's 67 counties, according 
to Senator Heflin, the only names ap- 
pearing under the Republican emblem 
were those of the Hoover electors. These 
electors, incidentally, all were Demo- 
crats. Thousands of voters made but a 
single mark in the circle at the head 
of the Hst of these electors and then 
marked their preferences for State, 
county and municipal offices which ap- 
peared under the Democratic heading, 

In those Instances, the Hoover bal- 
lots were rejected on the ground that 
the voters, by making a singie mark, 
instead of twelve, or one opposite each 
of the names of the Hoover electors. 
committed themselves wholly to the} 
Republican ticket. The claim is thus 
made that such voters were disqualified 
from voting for Democratic State and 
other candidates, No such claims were 
made, it is said, where separate marks 
were made opposite the names of the! 
Hoover electors. 
Anti-Smith workers have uncovered | 
evidence, according to advices reach- | 
ing Senator Heflin, to the effect that} 
between 1,500 and 1,600 ballots thus} 
marked were rejected by election offi- 
cers In Jefferson County alone. That 
county, in which the city of Birming- 
ham !s situated, was carried, however, 
by Hoover with a plurality of about 
1,300. In Montgomery, according to re- 
ports from workers, the number of 
Hoover ballots thus rejected approxi- 
mated 1,000, In Moblle also, it is said, 
a large number of Hoover ballots were 
thrown out. 


Claim Order to Void Ballots. 


Rejection of Hoover ballots thus 
marked was consistent throughout the 
State, it is claimed, although in other 
sections it did not reach the propor- 
tions given above. Some of the dry 
leaders now collecting evidence have 
come across a story to the effect that 
orders were given election officers at 
meétings in Birmingham and Mont- 
gomery two days before the election to 
the effect that at least ten Hoover bal- 
lots should be thrown out in every vot- 
ing precinct where more than 150 bal- 
lots were cast. 

Rejection of the Hoover ballots was 
protested in the great majority of tn- 
stances, the investigation discloses, but 
in some cases the Hoover’ watchers 
withdrew their protests in the face of 
assertions by election officers that the 
ballots were clearly disqualified by the 
single marking under the Republican 
emblem and other markings opposite 
the names of Democratic candidates 
for State and local office. The with- 
drawals of protests in those cases, it 
was said, indicated only that the 
Hoover watchers were unfamiliar with 
section 475 of the Alabama law and 
would not affect the validity of the 
rejected ballots on a recount. 

The procedure now under consider- 
ation by the anti-Smith leaders would 
involve .a formal protest to Congress 
against receiving the Alabama returné. 
This would be made, under plans now 
being considered, by Senator Heflin, 
when the House and Senate receive 
the formal election returns from the 
48 States. That meeting will be held, 
under the Constitution, on the first 
Wednesday in February. 

A formal motion would then be 
made by Senator Heflin, should he 
adopt the present suggestion, to have 
the vote of Alabama set aside. Con- 
gres, would be called on to decide 
whether this should be done. A prima 
facie case of sufficient welght would 
have to be presented to Congress at 
that time to make the move success- 
ful. It has never been done before. 

Two courses then would lle open. 
The first would involve setting aside 
the electoral vote of the State so that 
it would be counted for neither Smith 
nor Hoover. The second would involve 
a recount and canvass of the State.

Cruiser Proponents Fear That 
Coolidge May Veto Early 
Construction Plan. 


PLEASING PICTURE UPSET 


By CARLISLE BARGERON, 
White House warning yesterday that 
the Treasury now faces a deficit of 
$18,000,000 instead of a surplus of 
$37,000,000 caused some concern on 


Capitol Hill and a degree of apprehen- 
sion among the cruiser bill proponents 
lest it stiffen the President’s opposi- 
tion to the time limit clause. 

Without the clause requiring that 
the fifteen crulsers authorized in the 
bill] be laid down within three years, 
it is looked upon as providing for 
nothing more than a paper navy. In 
his annual message to Congress the 
President asked for its elimination 
but there has developed no disposition 
ty comply. 

Now, with a deficit in prospect, and 
his known determination not to leave 
an unbalanced budget for his successor 
the question arises as to whether he 
may not insist on the elimination of 
the clause, rather than contenting him- 
self simply with asking for It. 

The upset of the pleasing picture 
heretofore presented by the Treasury 
was caused by a heavy increase in tax 
refunds. The budget had anticipated 
#150,000,000 for this item, but it de- 
veloped to be $205,000,000, an increase 
of $55,000,000. This wipes out the sur- 
plus which the President predicted in 
his message would be on hand at the 
end of the current fiscal year, and 
leaves a deficit of $18,000,000, or the 
national “disgrace” which the President 
has sald should not be permitted. 


Would Hinder All Appropriations. 


On the face of this, !t would seem 
that Congress can not appropriate *n- 
other penny, that there will be no ap- 
propriation for farm relief, Boulder 
Dam, naval cruiser bill or for the $23.- 
000,000 navy authorizations passed by 
‘the House the other day, Of these 
authorizations, $14,000,000 for 
mncdernization of the battleships Penn- 
svivania and Texas and $9,000,000 for 
navy personnel. Manifold other items 
necessarily would go begging. 

The crulser bill calls for the laying 
‘down of five of the projected vessels 
| before June 30, and at the last session 
when this provision was written an ini- 
tial appropriation of $10,000,000 was 
contemplated. Of course, with June 
now only a few months away, no such 
initial appropriation likely would be 
sought. but as the bil] ts written all 
that is not made available for expendl- 
ture in the current fiscal year must be 
appropriated for the fiscal year begin- 
ning June 30 with an additional $37,- 
000,000 for work that year. The entire

OCEAN VESSEL UNHARMED 


San Pedro, Calif, Dec. 11 (A.P.).—Two 
men are dead and four others had a 
narrow escape from drowning when the 
fishing barge Blue Sea, transfer boat for 
the gambling ship Monfalcone, foun- 
dered off Long Beach during a heavy 
storm last night.

The Coast Guard reported the Mon- 
falcone, anchored two miles out from 
the Blue Sea, appeared to have been 
undamaged by the gale which caused 
the barge to break up. 

Riding the high seas, the Monfalcone 
has operated as a gambling place for 
persons from shore, despite efforts by 
Federal and State authorities to find 
@ way to circumvent the gamblers. 

Passengers were carried to the barge 
from the docks at Long Beach and then 
transported by other boats to the Mon- 
falcone, Operators of. the gambling 
Ship had seized upon this method of 
transportation to “break” a contact by 
the Monfalcone with shore and as one 
insurance against possible legal prose- 
cution.

Police Take Prisoner to Lake 
Where, He Says, He Flung 
Parts of Body. 


TEARS UP - STATEMENT 


Jersey City, N. J., Dec. 11 (A.P.).— 
Police took Peter Kudzinowski to Lake 
Hopatcong today, where he pointed out 
the scene of the murder of a 5-year-old 
girl, the latest of three crimes to which 
he has confessed. 

Efforts to recover portions of the dis- 
membered body of his victim, Julia 
Mlodziamowska, had been unsuccess- 
ful up until tonight. Members of the 
police escort of 25 searched both banks 
of the Delaware River from the Water 
Gap to Portland, in which vicinity the 
prisoner declared he distributed parte 


of the body, throwing them into the 
river from a moving freight train. 


Enticed Her From Outing. 


Kudzinowskil showed where he en- 
ticed the girl from a Sunday outing 
near Nolan’s Point. He walked with 
her for about a quarter of a mile to 
the railroad tracks, he told detectives 
He attacked and choked her anda, 
taking the body with him, boarded an 
empty car of a freight train. As the 
train passed over the Delaware River 
into Pennsylvania, he said, he wrapped 
up parts of the body and flung the 
packages, bound with copper wire and 
weighted with brake shoes, into the 
river. 

His latest confession came last night 
when detectives recalled the mysterious 

isappearance of the Jersey City girl 
last August. Asked if he had been 
near Lake Hopatcong the day she dis- 
appeared, he replied in the affirmative

BOULDER CAM BIL 
COMPROMISE VOTED 


senate, by 48 to 29, Fixes 
Amount of Water States 
Are to Be Allowed. 


REAL PROGRESS IS SEEN 


(Associated Press.) 

For the first time in the history of 
the Swing-Johnson Boulder Dam bill, 
the Senate got down to real action 
yesterday, passing upon several hotly 
contested provisions of the measure, 
including one considered vital to a 
final vote. 

By a vote of 48 to 29, the Senate 
adopted a compromise amendment of- 
fered by Sehator Bratton (Democrat), 
New Mexico, to fix the amount of 
water to be received by California from 
the 


feet. This was a recession from the fi¢- 
ure of 4,600,000 desired by California 


and an increase of 200,000 acre feet 
over what Arizona has been willing to 
concede. 

The settlement of this controversy 
Was regarded necessary before any 
progress could be made toward a final 
vote. 

Likewise, the Senate passed upon 
another provision of the bill over 
Which California and Arizona have 
been at odds, in voting down a pro- 
posal by Senator Hayden (Democrat). 
Arizona, providing for a seven-State 
Fatification of the Colorado River coxn- 
pact under which the waters of the 
Fiver would be apportioned among the 
Colorado Basin States. 


Increased Fund Discussed. 


This action left in the bill a provi- 
Sion that the measure may become 
effective if six States ratify the mieas- 
ure should seven States fail to do so 
within six months after final ap- 
proval. 

The third quetsion that was up for 
@ vote was decided in Arizona's favor 


It provided for the exception of the | 


Gila River in Arizona from a provision 
in the bill that would prevent the Fed- 
éral Power Commission from leasing 
water power rights on the Colorado 
and its tributaries until 
Johnson measure becomes effective. 

In keeping with the 


consideration of the bill so that it can 
come up for final disposition, the Sen- 
ate began a discussion on increasing 
the authorization of the Dill 


in conformance with the recommenda- 
tions of the recent engineers’ report. 
Disposition of this proposal, however, 
Went over until tomorrow.

oppose other sections of the bill. 

Hayden and Ashurst declared they 
could not accept the conditions laid 
down by the Californian because they 
had still the water-power phases of the 
bill to deal with. These involve con- 
struction of a power plant at the pro- 
posed dam by the Federal Government 
in case private enterprise should not 
undertake the task, a provision to 
which Hayden and Ashurst are opposed 
unless their State Were reimbursed for 
taxation it would lose by not being 
able to tax the Government. 

The proposal to give California 4,- 
400,000-acre feet of water was accept- 
@d by the Senate after a move by Hay- 
den to make the figure 4,200,000 had 
failed. 

The Bratton compromise was accept- 
ed by Ashurst and Hayden after they 
Bad declared opposition to it, both say- 
ing its adoption seemed to be the only 
way to compose the differences. 

Johnson, likewise attacked the 
compromise on the ground that the ir- 
reducible minimum of water for his 
State was 4,600,000-acre feet and while 
he considered the compromise 
most drastic” provision ever placed in 
@ bill, he declared he would accept it 
on the agreement that the bill would 
go forward to a final vote without fur- 
ther changes. 

When the Arizona senators declined 
to accept the conditions, Senator John- 
son witndrew his support and voted 
against tlie compromise, but a maJjority 
of senators gave it approval.

Tells Chile That Progress in 
Prosperity Can Only Be 
by Mutual Aid. 


STARTS TO BUENOS AIRES 


Mendoza, Argentina, Dec. 11 (A.P.).— 
The special train which will carry 
President-elect Hoover from the Chil- 
ean-Argentine frontier to Buenos Aires 
left here this afternoon for Las Cuevas 
to meet him. ° 

United States Ambassador, Robert W. 
Bliss, and a welcoming Argentine com- 
mission, were on the train. 

Mr. Hoover left Santiago, Chile, this 
evening and is expected here at 7 
o'clock tomorrow night. The special 
train, including the presiedntial coach, 
will resume its trip at 7:45 p. m. and ts 
expected to reach Buenos Aires some 
time Thursday. 

Santiago, Chile, Dec. 11 (A.P.).—Her- 
bert Hoover bade farewell to Chile to- 
night, leaving the capital on a special 
train on the first lap of his journey 
to Buenos Aires. He had exchanged 
hearty expressions of friendship be- 
tween the United States and Chile with 
hits host, President Ibanez. 

The immediate destination of the 
President-elect was Los Andes, where 
he was to spend the night before cross- 
ing tomorrow that mountain range, 
which at its highest reaches 10,000 feet. 


Escorted By Officials. 


Mr. and Mrs. Hoover were escorted to 
the station by high officials and a mill- 
tary guard as the final honor in their 
visit of two days. After President 
Ibanez had entertained Mr. Hoover at 
luncheon in the national palace he re- 
ceived there the American correspond- 
ents, who are covering the good-will 
tour of Latin America. 

“You must not forget,” the Chilean 
president said, “that this country de- 
sires solid -friendship with the United 

tates.” He expressed pleasure at hav- 
ing had the newspaper writers in Chile 
and hoped that their journey through 
South America would be very pleasant. 

During his second and last morning 
in Santiago, Mr. Hoover received mem- 
bers of the cabinet, while Mrs. Hoover 
and Mrs. William Culbertson, wife of 
the American Ambassador, went shop- 
ping. 

Receives Engineer Students, 


in the afternoon the President- 
elect received the title of honorary 
member of the School of Engineers of 
the University of Chile at a reception 
held in his honor by the Engineers In- 
stitute of Chie. 

The luncheon at the national palace 
was the climax of the Chilean welcome. 
There President Ibanez declared that 
the national spirit of the United States 
had given to the world incalculable 
benefits, and an even greater hope for 
future spiritual and material advance- 
ment between the peoples of both con- 
tinents. 

Mr. Hoover in reply sald that in both 
countries there was the common his- 
tory of building in a new world a new 
form of government founded upon a 
new conception of human rights. “Our 
economic interests are reciprocal and 
our progress in prosperity and comfort 
can only be mutual,” he said. 

“I am indeed anxious,” he continued, 
“that you should believe in the sincere 
appreciation which I and my colleagues 
feel for the welcome 
which we have received on our visit to 
Chile. I consider it a compliment to 
my countrymen, and I would be proud 
indeed if you would accept my visit as 
a symbol of friendliness. 


Sympathy Is Extended. 


*“T could not allow this occasion to 
pass without an expression of 
sympathy from the people of the 
United States for the misfortune be- 
fallen Chile’s central area by the re- 
cent earthquake. While the courage 
and ability and fortitude of the people 
of Chile will quickly repair the physical 
disaster we must all mourn the loss of 
life, for that can not be redeemed. 

“The cities of Chile have risen from 
the ashes before through the indomi- 
table will of the people, and they will 
again prove their valor, which is greater 
perhaps than any won on the battle- 
field. 

“Thank you for your eloquent expres- 
sion regarding my country. There's 
abundant reason why friendship and 
understanding between us should be 
deeply rooted in the hearts of the 
people of both nations. 

“We have on both sides made history 
by our common labor in building in the 
New World a new form of government 
founded upon a new conception for 
human rights; supreme experience in 
rebellion from the political and social 
system of the Old World; subjugation 
of the wilderness development of 
economic life through the application 
of great discoveries of science; efforts 
to lift the moral and cultural levels 
of our countries.

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PEACE CAN BE HAD. 


No progress has been made in settlement of 
the dispute that threatens to plunge Bolivia 
and Paraguay into war. Every country in 
North and South America is hoping for a 
peaceful settlement of the difficulty and all are 
willing to assist in bringing the matter to 
amicable agreement. There is no occasion for 
war in South America unless the nations in- 
volved insist on choosing this costly method of 
avenging their wounded dignity. 

Bolivia has withdrawn her delegate from 
the Pan-American Conference on Arbitration 
and Conciliation in session in Washington. THe 
will not be allowed to participate as a delegate 
yotil Paraguay shoulders the blame for pro- 
voking the armed clash on the disputed border. 
Likewise Bolivia has rejected an offer of me- 
diation made by the permanent arbitration 
comniittee established by the Gondra conven- 
tion of 1923 to prevent armed conflict between 
American nations. This action was taken on 
the ground that the committee was designed to 
prevent conflicts and settle disputes which 
could provoke war. Bolivia contends that the 
conflict has already taken place, and that the 
dignity of the country will not permit arbitra- 
tion until complete satisfaction is given by 
Paraguay. 

On the other hand, the Paraguayan delegate 
remains a member of the Washington confer- 
ence. It is unofficially reported that he has 
received instructions from his government to 
cooperate with the special committee named by 
the conference to attempt a peaceful settle- 
ment and avert war. The Paraguayan govern- 
ment is anxious to submit the matter to the 
Gondra committee. Another possibility of 
peaceful settlement is seen in the offer of Chile 
te mediate in the dispute as an impartial 
friend. 

If war is to be prevented both parties must 
be willing to arbitrate their differences. There 
is no hope of a settlement as long as one party 
refuses to conciliate or to accept the mediation 
of impartial and friendly nations. All differ- 
ences could likely be ironed out if the angry 
countries would agree to a peaceful adjust- 
ment. As long as Bolivia demands a con- 
cession for an amicable settlement, it is diffi- 
ealt to see bow the two nations are to be 
brought together. If Paraguay is responsible 
for the clash, that country should take the 
responsibility and make just reparation, but 
this is only possible after some sort of an 
agreement for mediation has been made. 

With all the facilities available for an ami- 
cable settlement there is no need for war be- 
tween the two nations. If war {fs insisted upon 
it will be because the people have closed their 
eyes to all the plans for adjustment of inter- 
national differences that have been worked 
out in modern times. There is no excuse for 
conflict, save the angry indignation that has 
swept over Bolivia, and that is poor excuse for 
ending the peace that has so long existed 
If that government 
is wise enough to let the smart of indignation 
pass, and demand its rights through peaceful 
methods, armed conflict will be averted. 


PRACTICAL CHRISTMAS CHARITY. 


With the approach of the Christmas season 
citizens of Washington will be called on to 
give generously to charity. The Christmas 
Bureau of the Council of Social Agencies is 
working out an extensive program for dis- 
tribution of Christmas baskets, holiday gifts 
and toys to unfortunate children. In addition, 
thousands of individuals will give money or 
practical gifts to cheer the hearts of poor 
families, inmates of institutions and others in 
similar circumstances. 

The Christmas spirit that prompts such 
generous activities is said to bring more 
happiness to the heart of the giver than to 
those who receive. But this does not mean 
that gifts should be planned to please the giver 
with little reference to their effect upon the 
beneficiary. It is well to call to mind at this 
time of the year that realization of the greatest 
good from Christmas charity presupposes its 
administration with intelligence and care. In- 
discriminate giving tends to pauperize or em- 
barrass the individual receiving it and may 
prove worse than no giving at all. 

Children look to their parents first for gifts 
at Christmas. For this reason it is usually 
best to give to needy children through their 
families. It is well to remember that families 
in need on Christmas are likely to be in more 
dire need on other days of the year. The most 
worthy gift that could be given would be to 
help a family help itself by furnishing employ- 
ment, removing physical handicaps or by pro- 
viding institutional care. A Christmas basket 
fe always a source of cheer, but if-it is not 
backed up by some more extensive effort at re- 
habilitation it proves to be small comfort. 

Special efforts should be made to have all 
gifts suited to the person for whom they are 
intended. A wealthy donor should not be 
guided by his own tastes, but by those of the 
person to whom he gives. It is always safest 


. te give useful gifts to persons in need. 
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necessities are most needed by those who re- 
ceive charity. The Christmas bureau is well 
informed on these charity problems and indl- 
vidual donors who are actuated by the Yule- 
tide spirit would do well to coordinate their 
activities with this central] agency, so that all 
the needy of the city may be taken care of 
more efficiently. 
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GUARD AGAINST INFLUENZA. 


The United States Public Health Service 
warns that influenza is epidemic in certain 
parts of the West and Midwest, and that ap- 
parently it is sweeping Eastward. This year, 
however, the disease is not as virulent as It 
was in 1918-19, the death rate Is considerably 
lower and the outbreak is not nearly as wide- 
spread. Nevertheless, those dwelling in parts 
of the country not yet affected should realize 
that their communities are not immune, and 
they should take steps now to guard against 
the disease. 

The epidemic started several weeks ago in 
the motion picture colonies of California. 
Thousands were stricken but there were few 
fatalities, and it was not until this week that 
it appeared to be epidemic. According to the 
Public Health Service, information from 26 
States shows that 21,238 new cases were re- 
corded for the week ended December 8, with 
more than 13,000 cases reported in Kansas. 
According to Dr. A. H. Kegel, Chicago health 
commissioner, the disease is most prevalent 
on the western slope of the Rocky Mountains, 
although sections as far east as Ohlo and 
Pennsylvania and south into Tennessee and 
Alabama are hard hit. 

Five schools have been temporarily closed 
to prevent the spread of the disease. The 
University of the South, at Sewanee, Tenn.; 
Culver Military Academy, Indiana; the Unil- 
versity -of Missouri, the Seminary of St. 
Therese, Montreal, and Levis College, Quebec, 
have suspended classes. Three other schools, 
the University of Iowa, Virginia Polytechnie 
Institute and the University of Georgia, report 
cases of influenza but they have not found it 
necessary to‘suspend classes. 

In every part of the country public health 
officials are making preparations to fight in- 
fluenza if it should strike. During the serious 
epidemics of 1918 and 1920 experience was 
gained in fighting the disease that no doubt 
will enable physicians and public health of- 
ficials to prevent a similar serious outbreak. 
The public, however, should take special pre- 
cautions to guard its health while the present 
threat continues, calling a physician at the 
first sign of illness. 


AIRMEN, WELCOME. 


Representatives of 40 foreign nations and 
more than 300 leaders in civilian aviation in 
the United States as well as many officials of 
the Government air services are in Washington 
for the first Internativnal Civil Aeronautics 
Conference whitch opens this morning. The 
event is of prime significance in the brief his- 
tory of aviation. Its influence will spread to 
all parts of the civilized world. 

The conference serves two important pur- 
poses. It brings together the leading airmen 
of all nations for an interchange of ideas, and 
it joins aviation interests everywhere in a 
tribute to Orville Wright, coinventor of the 
heavier-than-air flying machine. It is appro- 
priate that the world’s leading figures in avia- 
tion should gather upon such an occasion at 
the National Capital of the country in which 
the first airplane was flown. 

Every effort will be made to extend the 
warmest hospitality of the Capital to the 
visitors. Government officials connected with 
the air services have made elaborate arrange- 
ments for their entertainment. During the 
conference a call will be made on President 
Coolidge, a special film reviewing the history 
of aviation will be shown, an aerial show will 
be carried out at Bolling Field, in addition to 
the regular sessions of the three-day confer- 
ence, Following the adjournment a pilgrim- 
age will be made to Kitty Hawk, N. C., to un- 
veil a memorial on the spot where the first 
flight of the Wright brothers was made, 

Official and residential Washington join in 
welcoming the delegates to the conference, and 
in wishing them a most pleasant stay in the 
city. 


LEGION HELPS RED CROSS. 


The Robert E. Bentley Post of the American 
Legion, of Cincinnati, has formally offered the 
services of its emergency unit in time of stress 
and local disaster to the Cincinnati Chapter of 
the American Red Cross. A more appropriate 
association can scarcely be imagined. 

During the war, in this country and over- 
seas, the Red Cross worked shoulder to shoul- 
der with the men who have since associated 
themselves into the American Legion. Today 
the Red Cross carries on whenever disaster 
strikes, and the legion perpetuates the memo- 
ries and, to a greater or less degree, the dis- 
cipline of the war. The ideal of service domi- 
nates both organizations. In time of flood, 
tornado or earthquake, legion forces have en- 
tered into the task of relieving the stricken 
with celerity and zeal equal to that exhibited 
by the Red Cross. A formal association be- 
tween the two organizations, such as is in view 
in Cincinnati, is highly appropriate. 

The Robert E, Bentley Post’s emergency unit 
is composed of five subsidiary units. The 
patrol unit functions whenever it becomes 
necessary to bolster the strength of the local 
police force to preserve law and order. The 
supply unit feeds and clothes the public when 
regular facilities are disorganized. There are 
also the hospital unit, the motor transporta- 
tion unit and the aviation unit. Each is com- 
manded by a former Army officer, a specialist 
in his line. Each, by his service experience, 
has been taught to know the value and im- 
portance of discipline in time of emergency. 

The American Legion, as a national body, 
should formally commend the action taken by 
the Robert E. Bentley Post and should seek 
to influence other posts to effect similar formal 
connections with the Red Cross, 


THE UNKNOWN SOLDIER'S TOMB. 


The committee chosen to select a design for 
the completion of the tomb of the Unknown 
Soldier has approved the design submitted by 
Thomas Hudson Jones, sculptor, and Lorimer 
Rich, architect, both of New York City. 
Seventy-three. designs were submitted in com- 
petition and the choice was made in a final 
competition for which five models had been 
selected. The successful design is a sarcopha- 
gus in the form of a parallelopipedon. Doric 
columns in alto-relief divide the sides into | 
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three panels. At the front appear in bas- 
relief three figures symbolizing Peace, Victory 
and the American Soldier. The back is re- 
served for an inscription and in each of the 
side panels appears a wreath in bas-rellef. 

The United States is the last of the great 
nations to fittingly mark the tomb of its un- 
known soldier. Possibly, however, the delay 
in choosing the monument has been advan- 
tageous. The design selected is dignified, im- 
pressive and artistically excellent. Had the 
United States rushed to completion the monu- 
ment to the Unknown Soldier it might not have 
been so carefully or exquisitely done, 

Further delay, however, should not be 
brooked. The competition was organized with 
the understanding that $50,000 would be ex- 
pended for the monument, of which only 
$2,500 actually has been appropriated. This 
sum was needed to defray the costs of the com- 
petition, Work, therefore, can not be got under 
way until Congress makes an appropriation. 
This is a duty that the present Congress should 
discharge before it adjourns. 


MEDICAL ETHICS. 


It bas been apparent for some years that the 
medical profession is in need of trimming at 
the edges. In every profession there are those 
who indulge in practices that are regarded as 
unethical by the group. In past years these 
practitioners were generally left for puntsh- 
ment by the State, but there is a growing 
tendency for professional men to oust from 
their ranks those who prove unworthy of public 
confidence. It is commendable to see the medi- 
cal profession making use of this means of 
eliminating quacks. 

In Missouri the board of censors of the Jack- 
son County Medical Society recommended 
suspension from its membership of an alienist 
who has testified in a number of murder cases 
recently. The action has been sustained by 
the Missouri State Medical Society’s board of 
councillors, and the offender Is officially ostra- 
cized from his profession. The action is con- 
sidered a direct result of the alienist’s testi- 
mony for the defense In the trial of William 
Edward Hickman. The society contended that 
public confidence in the medical profession 
was being weakened by such testimony as the 
offending specialist gave. 

The incident calls attention to a growing 
evil in the medical profession. Every crime 
that is committed with an unnatural element 
in it brings forth in the courts a plea of in- 
sanity from the defendant. And wherever 
there is a lawyer to decide upon such an alibi 
there is an allenist to testify that the de- 
fendant is mentally unbalanced. Many have 
escaped the death penalty on such testimony 
and hundreds escaped lesser punishments. 

The most effective remedy lies within the 
power of the profession. Punishment by the 
courts would not be as certain nor as far- 
reaching in its effect as ostracism by profes- 
sional assoctates. The action of the Missourl!l 
Medical Society is to be applauded. Other 
State associations could well note this example 
and investigate the activities of alienists. 
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EXPANDING CHAIN STORES. 


The formation in New York of a depart- 
ment store chain which will have an annual 
sales volume of more than $1,000,000,000 
clearly indicates the trend of American bus- 
iness. The new enterprise represents con- 
solidation of 22 leading department stores in 
large cities scattered from coast to coast. 
These will form the nucleus of a system which 
will eclipse in sales volume the business of 
every other chain organization in the world if 
present plans are consummated. 

The stores, which under the consolidation 
plan are acquired by the Hahn Department 
Stores, Inc., will continue to do business under 
their own names without disruption of their 
present managements. The scheme is a great 
cooperative combination involving an inter- 
change of stock rather than outright purchase. 
It is designed to bring to the retail department 
store the efficiency in business methods, financ- 
ing and purchasing power afforded utilities 
and other chains. 

The movement is significant of the new era 
of retailing. The corner grocery has been 
gradually losing ground to the chain store be- 
cause of the advantages of purchasing afforded 
the larger organizations. The chain-store 
plan is now rapidly being established in other 
lines of retailing for the same economic 
reason. This is an age of mass production, 
mass buying and mass distribution. When one 
industry resorts to large scale operations 
others have to readjust their organization to 
meet competition. 

This does not mean that a profitable field for 
operation of independent concerns will dis- 
appear. While the general public is welcoming 
the lower prices made possible through chain- 
store methods, a large section of the buying 
public will continue to prefer shops which 
handle more exclusive merchandise.  Indl- 
vidual institutions specializing in service and 
handling quality merchandise will likely al- 
ways meet with public favor. 

There is no doubt, however,’ that chain 
organizations will continue to expand. The 
tendency toward consolidation can be noted 
everywhere. Railroads are merging, great in- 
dustries are forming devices for central con- 
trol, live-stock men and farmers are organizing 
cooperative associations which give them 
much the same powers to deal collectively. 
Labor has long been converted to the principle. 
The process tends to concentrate control of the 
country’s business in comparatively few hands, 
but it invariably eliminates wastes, improves 
selling methods, allows greater research ac- 
tivities and often results in lower prices to the 
consumer. In so far as this is accomplished 
there should be no block put in the way of the 
consolidation movement, but it will need close 
regulation to protect the rights of independent 
concerns as well as the public.

SLEEP AND JUDGMENT.

It proceeds from the premise 
that Carey’s failure to send out his 
8 0S, when he might still have brought 
other vessels to his aid, was evidence 
of judgment’s breakdown, says the 
Minneapolis Journal. In this view, 
this veteran of the seas failed because 
his mind was not completely in com- 
mand. And that deficiency 1s attrib- 
uted to Carey’s long vigil. From early 
Saturday morning, when the Vestris 
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that vigil. When his officers took their 
watches and their sleep, he remained in 
command, in keeping with the cus- 
tom of the sea, when peril threatens. 
When the hours of his ship’s distress 
piled up the sleepless master was bereft 
of the faculties of judgment and lead- 
ership that might have saved lives.

Paraguay might reluctantly yield to the 
conference on this score, but such a 
move scarcely could be made in ad- 
vance of ascertaining the facts in the 
‘dispute. 

Unless it were clearly shown that 
Paraguay was at fault, the prestige of 
peace conferences admittedly would be 
affected if the nation having the moral 
support of practically all nations on 
the American continent: pledged to 
peace were compelled to yield to one 
or two nations openly advocating war 
as a necessary means of coping with 
the present controversy. 


The note which the Bolivian govern- 


ment sent to Medina, and which he 
transmitted to Secretary Kellogg for 
communication to the conference, 
stated that Bolivia could not be a party 
to the conference under presént cir- 
cumstances. The note demands “‘mora] 
reparations” from Paraguay for the 
frontier clash, which it characterizes as 
“a disgraceful outrage from a nelgh- 
boring country.” If Paraguay makes 
such amends Bolivia may rejoin the 
conference, and in any event Bolivia 
may sign the conventions drawn wp 
at the conference. 

“Bolivia regrets very much that Para- 
guay has never understood the good 
disposition and peaceful sentiments of 
Bolivia, and denounces before her sister 
republics of the continent the inex- 
plicable and -insolent outrage perpe- 
trated by the Paraguayan troops 
against the sovereignty and indepen- 
dence and the national dignity of 
Bolivia.” 

Dr. Eligio Ayala, the Paraguayan 
delegate, sharply criticized the Bolivian 
note, and there is so far no tendency 
on the part of the Paraguayan delegate 
to retreat an inch from the position 
which Paraguay has taken in the dis- 
pute. But Paraguay is willing to co- 
operate with the other American re- 
publics in efforts to reach a peaceful 
settlement. 


War Threat Darkens Sessions, 


The conference held morning and aft- 
ernoon committee meetings yesterday, 
but the war threat hung over all the 
deliberations. 


Dr. Gonzales Roa, of Mexico, as chair- 
man, The committee on arbitration 
met at 3 o'clock and began mapping 
out its plan of operation. Dr. Rafael 
Martinez Ortiz was elected chairman of 
this committee, 

Hughes, speaking for the United 
States, suggested that the program be 
not too definite or rigid at the outset. 
Dwight Morrow, American Ambassador 
to Mexico, was a spectator at the after- 
noon session and later conferred with 
Secretary of State Kellogg and Hughes. 
The morning session was executive, but 
the afternoon session was public and it 
was decided to hereafter have the com- 
mittee meetings public unless it is de- 
cided during the progress of the meet- 
ing to make them executive.

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LEAGUE ASKS PEACE: 
N BOLIVIAN STRIFE 


Is Careful Not to Urge the 
Mechanism for Ending 
Border Conflict. 


CABLEGRAMS ARE SENT 


Lugano, Switzerland, Dec. 11 (A.P.). 
Bolivia and Paraguay as members of 
the League of Nations today were fe- 
minded of their obligations to each 


other and all members of the Teague 
by a cablegram approved by the coun- 
ci! of the international organization. 

The message urged the boundary dis- 
putants to adopt stch methods as 
would “in conformity with their inter- 
national obligations, prove most likely 
to settle the dispute and maintain 
peace.” 

The machinery of the league was not 
urged upon the two republica as the 
best means of achieving settlement, 
nor was mention made of the South 
American Gonra Peace Convention, 
signed at Santiago a few years ago and 
providing for commissions of investiga- 
tion and the retarding of hostilities for 
at least six months. 


Not Advancing Plan. 


One member of the council said to- 
night: 

“Our idea is to demonstrate that we 
are interested in the preservation of 
peace, rather than in the employment 
of any. particular mechanism, Our 
goal is to avoid any breach of the 
league covenant by further hostilities, 
but we do not particularly care how 
that ‘avoidance {s accomplished.” 

All members of the counci!) were 
agreed that with a conflict threatening 
in South America at the very moment 
that they were in session, an avoidance 
of the subject would be nothing short 
of an exhibition of weakness and of 
fear to adopt the Initiative in what 
appeared to be ai serious political 
crisis. 

Nevertheless, they considered that 
the question of how to act was deli- 
cate. They found their precedent in 
the fact that in 1921, when a similar 
situation arose between Panama and

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Costa Rica while the council was sit- 
ting in Paris, a cablegram urging con- 
Cillation was sent to the Central 
American governments. 

That cablegram urged conciliation 
and it was studied in preparation for 
today’s message. Members of the coun- 
cil remarked that the 1921 action in- 
curred no cfiticism from the United 
States in connection with the Monroe 
doctrine and they also pointed out 
that the big North American republic 
never had objected to Latin-American 
membership in the league with their 
adherence to the covenant. 

In this connection it was recalled 
that when Costa Rica recently esked 
for an interpretation of the Monroe 
doctrine the cour.i] replied that all 
members of the ‘ecguc had equal rights 
and obligations and that specific men-. 
tion of the doctrine in the covenant, 
which was made at the suggestion of 
Woodrow Wilson, neither added to nor 
detracted from t.iose rights.

In Supreme Court 


Tribunal Asked to Review 
Protests Against 4 Per 


Cent Assessments. 


Defeated in their fight against District 
tax assesments in the District Court of 
Appeals last month, the Washington 
Railway é& Electric Co. and the Potomac 
Electric Power Co. yesterday carried 
their batle to the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

S. R. Bowen and John S. Barbour, 
counsel for the companies, petitioned 
the highest court in the land to review 
two cases which the companies brought 
against the District Commissioners in 
the lower courts, protesting against 4 
per cent tax assessments of 1925 and 
1926, on revenues derived by the com- 
panies from other sources than the op- 
eration of street railways and furnishing 
electric lighting.

Public bequests totaling $115,000 are

Buffalo, N. Y., Dec. 11.—Joseph 
Unger, alias Klein, alias Myers, indicted 
by the Federal grand jury yesterday as 
head man of the international drug ring 
that Arnold Rothstein finan f got 
th surprise of his life in BuiSdo to- 
de when his old fricnds, Dt. Kelly and 
Jimmy the newsboy, walked into the 
jail, took a cold look at him hd then 
snapped on the handcuffs. 

Unger used to have nice long talks 
with Dr. Kelly and many’s the dime 
he’s given ragged Jimmy for a 3-cent 
newspaper. He never thought for a 
monent that Dr. Kelly would turn out 
to be Louis Kelly and Jimmie the 
newsie to be Rafael Connolly, two of 
the best operatives in the special nar- 
cotic squad headed hy Jamzs R. Ker- 
rigan, the Government operatives who 
had been trailing lim and Rothstein 
for ‘r.onths, only to be thwarted ‘hen 
somebody shot and killed the latter.

BAFFLES OGIENTIOTS 


Still a “Question Mark,” Says 
Hygienic Laboratory’s 
Director Here. 


NEW VISIT SPURS SEARCH 


(Associated Press.) 

While Government health officials 
issued warnings and instructions yes- 
terday in the hope of curbing the 
spread of influenza, Dr. G. W. McCoy, 
director of the hygienic laboratory of 
the Public Health Service, declared 
that the cause of the disease was still 
“a question mark” to scientists. 

“The bacillus which causes influenza 
nas never been isolated,” he said. “It 
is impossible to say whether the disease 
results from activities of one or several 
germs.” 

During the epidemic of 1888 a germ, 
he explained, the Pfeiffer bacillus, was 
isolated and accepted as the influenze 
virus. This belief, however, he added, 
lasted until the epidemic of 1918. 

“The last epidemic discredited the 
Pfeiffer bacillus beyond a doubt,” he 
continued. “There were a number of 
proofs that this was the wrong germ; 
notably the fact that it is impossible 
to communicate the disease by inocu- 
lation with the Pfeiffer bacillus.” 

One reason so little is known of 
influenza is that it lasts a compara- 
tively short time, he said, and “then 
our material to work on is exhausted.” 
Search for the germ, and investigation 
of how the disease is transmitted, and 
how it may be prevented, he predicted, 
will be spurred by the present outbreak 

Dr. McCoy said he could give no 
reason for the present cases being in 
milder form than those in 1918

REVIOE DAWES PLAN 


Two Financial Experts Are 
Sought for Commtitee 
on Annuities. 


WILL DRAFT BOND ISSUE 


Paris, Dec, 11° (N.Y.W.N.S.).—The 
United States wil] be invited by the 
reparations commission to allow two 
representatives to sit in the committee 
of financial experts which the allies 
and Germany are about to constitute 
for the purpose of final settlement of 
the reparations problem. 

The powers concerned have agreed 
on the nature and scope of this com- 
mittee, which will seek to revise the 
Dawes plan by fixing the exact number 
of the annuities Germany must pay to 
extinguish her reparations debt. The 
amount of the annulties, as fixed by 
the Dawes plan, is normally 2,500,000,- 
000 gold marks (about $595,000,000). 
The committee will draft a plan for 
commercialization of this debt. 

Its members wil] be absolutely in- 
dependent and on a footing of com- 
plete equality. They will be selected 
by the governments but nominated by 
the reparations commission None of 
the governments represented on the 
committee will be bound by its recom- 
mendations. All committee proposals 
will be submitted to the governments 
through the channel of the reparations 
commission.

His cards were: Spades, Q, 9, 7, 5, 2;

There is a story about a man who 
was taking his soup with a good deal 
of noise. He said to another man sit- 
ting near him: 

“This soup is good.” 

“So I hear” the other replied. | 

That is funny when we first hear it, 


yet I wonder about the reply. Was the 
one who said, ‘“‘So I hear!’’ being polite? 

Certainly, no one should make music 
while the soup spoon moves; but if 
some one does so, the polite thing is to 
make no mention. 

Making a noise over the soup, 1 sup- 
pose, is a proof of caution. We do not 
like to be burned or scorched by hot 
liquid. The polite hostess will not 
serve boiling soup—or boiling coffee. 
either. A little care on her part will 
bring the liquid to the table at just 
about the right degree of heat. 

Given soup which is not too hot, the 
rest is easy. A little upward tilt of 
one side of the spoon will permit grav- 
ity to do the remainder of the work. 

For every good rule of politeness. 
there is a good reason—or maybe two 
Why not sing or make noises at the 
table? Because our singing may not 
be in tune, and it is likely to disturb 
the rest of the family. Odd little 
noises will grate on the ears of others, 
especially if they are nervous. Singing 
and “odd noises” make it harder for 
the speaking voice to be heard.

Both Nurmi and Wide, outstanding 
Olympic performers among the great 
foot racers of northern Europe, have 
visited this country and competed 
here before but not at the same time. 
With both running here this winter 
the prospects of an active indoor track 
season are bright. 

The prospects of a meeting on the 


track are problematical, .as Nurmi is 
reliably reported to be planning a pro- 
fessional tour, while the Swede’s visit 
is in the nature of a schoolmaster’s 
sabbatical, with perhaps a bit of ama- 
teur running on the side. 

This was Wide’s announced intention 
in 1927, but he found time to run some 
great races, breaking world records at 
several distances and defeating Willie 
Ritola at 2 miles. Lloyd Hahn beat 
him in a fast mile race in New York 
in March of that year, however, and 
Wide’s performances were not so im- 
pressive after that. 

In the past Olympics Wide showed 
he still possessed some of his old speed 
when he finished third behind Nurmi 
and Ritola in the 10,000-meter run and 
trailed the same pair in the 5,000, 
which Ritola won.

The manager may 
name at the starting of a game a man 
who will bat for the pitcher. This 
man will bat and run bases for the 
pitcher while the latter sits on the 
bench, but the pitcher will still be in 
the game, and will go back to work 
on the mound unless his manager de- 
cides to make a change between in- 
nings. 

In other words, the pinch hitter f 
the pitcher at least will be abolished. 
In reality, there will be ten men on a 
team. The National League magnates 
worked over the matter for three hours 
at the Waldorf today and it was ad- 
mitted after it was all over that much 
was thought of the proposition. 


It was stated by President Heyd- 
ler that President Barnard of the

All Right Despite Complaints 


Don't be afraid to drink plenty of 
water supplied by the District of Co- 
lumbia, 

That, in substance, is the advice of 
Dr. William C. Fowler, health officer. 
and E. D. Hardy, chief engineer in 
charge of the District waterworks, to 
residents here who have complained 
that during the last few days the water 
had taken on an unpleasant odor and a 
peculiar taste. 

“Wwe have the same complaints twice 
a year,” Dr. Fowler said, in commenting 
on the healthful qualities of the water 
“The change of temperature in the 
spring and in the. win‘er secms to be 
the cause. The organisms in the water 
are affected and thé people become 
alarmed. We have made frequent ex- 
aminations of the water and find it is 


, very good. The Federal authorities in 


charge of the aqueduct and reservoirs 
test the water sent out to the city twice 
a day, so there is no pround for fear.” 
Mr. Hardy’s explanation of the pe- 
culiar taste of the water sent to con- 


sumers through the District filtration | 


plants is that it is due to a harmless 
organism called synedra, a development 
of decomposed plant ife which causes 
no change of taste itself, but distills an 
oil which can not be filtered. 

He explained further that the Po- 
tomac watershed had been unusually 
drr and low this summer, exposing

Tighe Again Fails 
In Sanity Battle 


Curran’s Slayer Sent Back} 
to St. Elizabeths After 


Hearing on Writ. 


Joseph M. Tighe, Georgetown Uni- 
versity Law School graduate and for 
mer employe of the Japanese Embassy, 
who shot and killed James A. Curran 
September 30, 1922, yesterday failed 1 
his second attempt to gain his release 
from St. Elizabeths Hospital. Justice 
William Hitz declared Tighe to be of 
unsound mind after a hearing on &@ 
writ of habeas corpus filed by Tighe. 

Three alienists and several friends of 
Tighe testified they believed him to 
be of sound mind, while two members 
of the staff of the hospital declared 
they had observed Tighe and examined 
him mentally over a period of five years 
and believed him to be insane. 

Tighe testified that he wanted to bt 
released from the asylun and stance 
trial on the murder charge. He charged 
that he was “framed” during his tria 
when a jury found him to be insane 
and not guilty of the murder by reasor 
of insanity. His friends, he declared 
were responsible for his commitment 
to the hospital. Tighe’s mother, wh¢ 

was in the courtroom, wept when th 
verdict was announced. Assistant D 
trict Attorney William Gallagher ap 
peared for the government, whil 
Tighe was represented by George Curtia 
Tighe also attempted to gain his re 


lease from the hospital in April, 192 
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
